But, Sir, the Queſtion, I humbly con- 
ceive, is, Whether the Keys of the King- 
dom of Heaven, that is, the Key of Doftrine, 
by which God's Mercies and Judgments are 
Aut horitatively declar'd and denounc'd ; and 
the Key of Diſcipline, by which all Perſons 

are Authoritatively and Miniſterially either 
admitted to, or rejected from the Privileges 
of Church-Communion, and their Sins are 
bound or loos'd: Or, in other words, Whe> 
ther the Key of Order, and the Key of Ju- 
5 riſcliction, or any one Act or Branch of the 
ſame, was Originally given by our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt to the Supreme Civil Magiſtrate, 
as ſuch, or, as He is a Civil Magiſtrate 2 
Or, did Chriſt originally give theſe Keys 
to his Apoſtles and their Succeſſors?. | 
Or thus, Whether the Supreme Civil 

| Magiſtrate, as ſuch, is inveſted with a Pow- 
er from Jeſus Chriſt, juridically to remit or 
retain Sins, Aut horitatively to diſpenſe the 
Word, Sacraments, or Cenſures of the 
Church, or any one of them?

in governing the Spiritual Houſhold by Di- 
ſcipline, as well as feeding the ſame by 
Doctrine?

This, Sir, I humbly conceive, is the 
Caſe, the Root of the Matter; and if it 
appear, that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt never 
conferr'd this Power, nor any one Branch 
of 1t upon the Supreme Civil Magiſtrate, 
as ſuch; but on the Apoſtles and their Suc- 
ceſſors; I cannot by any Scriptural Dire&i- 
on, nor otherwiſe ſee, how ſuch a Civil 
Magiſtrate has this Eccleſiaſtical Power vir- 
tually, that is, how he can convey this 
Power or any Branch of it, to others : For, 
Nemo dat quod non habet, No Perſon can 
transfer that Power to another, to which 
he has no Right himſelf: How can one 
give, What he in no reſpect has? Nor can 
I apprehend, with ſubmiſſion to better Judg- 
ments, that Biſhops and Prieſts, 1n diſpen- 
ſing Church Cenſures, act in the Name and 
by the Authority of the Civil Magiſtrate, 
as his Delegates; but in the Name of, and 
immediate Subjection to, and Dependence 
upon Jeſus Chriſt, For, 

If we view the Holy Scriptures, it 
clearly appears, that the Keys of the King- 
dom of Heaven, or the Power of govern- 
ing and feeding his Church, was exprelly

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given not to Civil Magiſtrates, but to the 


Apoſtles : Ar my Father bath ſent me, ſays 
Chriſt, even ſo ſend I you, [my Apoſtles] 
And when he ſaid this, he breath'd upon 
them [the Apoſtles] and ſaich unto them, 
Receive ye the Holy Ghoſt. Whoſeſoever 
Sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them; 
and whoſeſoever Sins ye retain, they are re- 
tain d. And Chriſt ſpeaking unto St. Peter, 
confeſſing in the Name of the reſt, ſays, 
f I will give 1nto Thee, the Keys of the 
Kingdom of Heaven, and whatſoever thou 
ſbalt bind on Earth, ſhall be bound in Hea- 
ven: Whatſoever thou ſhalt Iooſe on Earth, 
ſhall be looſed in Heaven.

| x; ai and Managers; ſpeaking to, and act- 
ll ing with the People, in God's Name; and 
10 with God, in the Name of the People. 
[| In theſe ſacred Repoſitories of Truth, we 
| find, that the Chriſtian Biſhops and Preſby- 
(| ters or Priefts, are call'd Chriit's Ambaſla- 
W - dors and Miniſters, and conſequently not 
the King's; Chriſt's ? Gifts to the Church, 


" PX a 
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and not the King's, ordain'd 1 by Apoſtles, 


Vicegerents to God the Son; not by Kings, 
Vicegerents to God the Father; nor by 
Commiſſion from them: They * baptize in 
the Name of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoſt, and not in the King's; they © ex- 
communicate in Chriſt's Name, not in the 
King's: Titus, * and not the Chriſtian King, 
is bid to reject a Man that is an Here- 
tick. Hence *tis evident from the facred 
Writings, that not Chriſtian Kings, as ſuch, 
but Chriſtian Biſhops, and Prieſts as ſuch, 
have, and are without Let or Impediment 
to execute, the Power of the Keys, the 
Power of Spiritual Cenſures, 

If the general Notices of Reaſon be con- 
ſulted upon this Point, it is, Sir, I humbly 
conceive, a clear Maxim of Reaſon, which 
univerſally obtains among all well ordered 
Societies, that different Faculties, Offices and 
Callings ſhould not be mix*d and confounded. 
Though one and the ſame Perſon may be 
ſkill'd in various Affairs, yet one Office, 
one Calling is not Formally another: Nor 
is a Maſter in one Faculty or Art; as ſuch, 
to ſet himſelf up as Judge in another. The 
ableſt Phyſician, as ſuch, is no competent

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Judge of Controverſies between Lawyers, 
Muſicians or Painters, as ſuch. Fabri fa- 
brilia trafient. One ſhould not thruſt his 
Sickle into another's Field. 
The Hing or Queen has Supreme Irreſi- 
ſtible Power over Phyſicians, Lawyers, 
Muſicians, Painters, and all other Perſons 
in his or her Dominions, and has Power 
to puniſh them for Male-Pra&ice, or Breach 
of Promiſe and Compact: But is he, as 
King, formally a Phyſician, or Painter? Or 
is his Judgment 2s Hing, the Supreme Rule 
in ſuch Caſes? Don't all allow, that the 
Faculty or Chiefs of the incorporared Com- 
pany, are the proper Judges in their reſpe- 
ctive Sciences and Arts? 

So the King or Queen has Supreme Irreſi- 
ſtible Power over the Perſons of all Biſhops, 
Priefts and Deacons, in his or her Domini- 
ons: But is he, as King, formally a Biſhop, 
Prieſt, or Deacon? Or is his Judgment, as 
Kinp, to be the Supreme Standard and Rule 
to determine them in their purely Spiritual 
Acts, Cenſures, Gc.
